for the consideration of our readers: 


"Culiivallng Plums.—If the soil bas been 


previously cultivated, wh, icb it ougiit always 
to be, commence by digging a hole Ibree 
feet in diameter, and fllteeu inches deep. 
Over the bottom of. this place either thick, 
'well-set, turf Inverted, or oflal from 
the 


8hainl)les, ahrlflll up with compost made of 
ten bushels W clay, three.of leather scraps, 
two of ashes, oue of salt, two of old plaster 
ifrom Ibe walls of buildings, one of gypsum 
Wl a little copperas, the whole saturated 
with urine and soup-suds aud rendered flae 
and mellow by fermentation.'1 


Now we count that a pretty good filling 


up for a hole :'three feet in diameter by fif- 
teen inches deep." bucb a hole measures 
less than eight and three-fifths bushels in 
capacity, apd yet, after placing "over the 
bottom, thick, well-set turf, or olfal from 
the shambles," we arc advised to fill up 
with a compost ofnincteeu bushels. Science 
is science.
